In 1861, the New Orleans Mint struck half 
dollars under the auspices of the Federal government, the State of 
Louisiana, and the Confederacy. Although the majority of the pieces 
were struck by the South, the only ones conclusively identifiable as 
such are those from this obverse die, which exhibits a die crack run¬ 
ning from the rim through the nose of Liberty. This die was used to 
strike the four Confederate half dollar proofs. Afterward, the obverse 
die was left in the press and a Federal reverse die inserted in place 
of the Confederate die, hence the identifiable issues. This piece 
exhibits the diagnostic die crack at the head, as well as the subse¬ 
quent cracks at the foot and base of Liberty. Generous luster 
remains, and the wear is even and minimal. An exciting piece of 
Civil War memorabilia as well as a historic coin.

A thin layer of multicolored patina is visible 
across about half of the obverse, the reverse is untoned. 

423 1897-S MS 64 PCGS, two examples, both are lightly toned and well 
struck. (Total: 2 coins) 

424 1898 MS 65 NGC. Colorful, original toning with satiny surfaces. 
Several noticeable milling and contact marks on the obverse limit 
the grade. 

425 1 898 MS 65 NGC. Sharply defined with superior luster characteris¬ 
tics and showing only the slightest contact. 

426 1898 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Well struck with mostly brilliant sur¬ 
faces that are quite clean.

First year of issue and the only year with the 
small letters on the reverse. A bit softly defined on Liberty's hair 
curls, but better struck on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 

517 1803/2 AU 58 ANACS. Unlisted in Breen, Miller-58, R.7. A rare 
overdate from the second pair of dies that show a 2 underdigit. Char¬ 
acterized by the complete T in LIBERTY on the obverse and sever¬ 
al die cracks. Not usually that well struck, this piece, however, is 
well defined on both the hair curls and eagle's breast. Perfectly cen¬ 
tered, the green-gold surfaces are lightly abraded and still show a lot 
of luster. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

518 1847 AU 58 ANACS. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

519 1854 AU 55 ANACS. Sharply struck with pleasing detail and a con¬ 
siderable amount of luster for the grade. Quite difficult to locate for 
a Philadelphia issue from this period. 

520 1861 AU 55 ANACS. Sharply struck with bright, still-lustrous sur¬ 
faces. Marred only by a number of fields marks over each side. 


521 1868-S VF 20 NGC. A well worn, typically marked piece. One of the 
more affordable examples of this scarce S-mint five. 

522 1879-CC VF 25 NGC. A scarce Carson City half eagle and seldom 
seen any finer than VF. The subdued surfaces have a slightly brown 
caste and noticeable abrasions are scattered on each side. 

523 1881 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with vibrant luster and outlines of red- 
dish-golden patina about the obverse periphery. 

524 1882-CC Fine 15 NGC. One of the more commonly encountered CC 
half eagles, this example is well worn throughout. No surface dam¬ 
age is noted. Affordable. 

525 1885 MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined with reddish tinted mint luster. 

526 1885 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with partially reflective fields. A 
number of small contact marks overall limit the grade. 

527 1885-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with reddish-golden color in the 
centers and a light olive tint at the margins. 

528 1892 MS 63 NGC. A scarcer dated Liberty half eagle in mint state 
grades. This specimen is quite lustrous and boldly struck in all areas. 

529 1895 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny luster is accented with pale rose toning. 

A number of obverse marks limit the grade. 

530 1895-S XF 45 PCGS. A lightly circulated example still showing 
some prooflikeness in the fields. Several shallow field marks are 
noted on the obverse. 

Very scarce and especially so any finer than 
this piece. Sharply struck with almost complete mint luster.

This piece is 
fully struck and quite clean overall, but is a bit lackluster to grade 
any higher. 

557 1881-0 VF 30 NGC. A scarcer O-mint ten, this piece is well detailed 
and lightly abraded. 

558 1882 MS 62 NGC. A lustrous example with a semi-prooflike 
obverse, the reverse is satiny. A number of small marks and luster 
grazes limit the grade. 

559 1886-S MS 63 NGC. A conditional rarity in select condition with 
only 32 other pieces having been so graded with only 2 finer. Lus¬ 
trous and showing good color with a few small abrasions in the 
fields. 

560 1892 MS 63 NGC. Satiny pink-gold surfaces with strong details and 
a moderate number of surface marks. 

561 1892 MS 63 NGC. Common in lower grades but quite elusive in 
select condition. Lustrous and well struck with the typical number of 


562 1893 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and sharp overall, a few black spots are 
seen on each side. Typically marked for the grade. 

563 1894 MS 62 NGC. Subdued reddish-golden surfaces.

Well 
struck and missing just a bit of luster in the fields and on the high- 
points of the devices. 

1906- D MS 63 NGC. Much nicer than the grade suggests. Down¬ 
graded because of several marks on Liberty's face and neck. 

1907- Cleaned-ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 55. A well detailed 
coin with subdued luster and a series of shallow scratches from a 
light cleaning.

1907 No Motto AU 55 PCGS. A lightly circulated example of this 
popular type. Deep yellow-gold color is noted overall. 

1908 Motto MS 61 ANACS. Intensely lustrous with a plethora of 
small contact marks. 

1909-D AU 58 NGC. A reddish-tinged example with a moderate 
number of scattered abrasions and a nominal amount of wear. The 
'09-D ten is a scarce and underrated issue. 

1909- D AU 58 NGC. This example exhibits a pebbly appearance 
with reddish-golden accents. 

1910- S AU 58 NGC. A more difficult issue at this level. Original 
color and pronounced granular surfaces. Well struck with just a 
touch of friction. 

1910-S AU 58 NGC. Much of the original mint luster still remains 
on this scarcer issue. 

1910-S MS 61 PCGS. A very scarce coin in mint state grades, the 
1910-S is a date that has not appeared in hoard quantities in Europe. 
As a result, its scarcity has remained constant over the years. This is 
a well struck piece that displays slightly muted luster and a few 
small to moderate sized abrasions on each side. Some dark, grease- 
like material has accumulated at the date. 

1911 MS 63 PCGS. Finely gp-anular with slightly muted luster, the 
coin has an unusual but quite appealing deep coppery-red color 
interspersed with some yellow-gold. 

1913 AU 55 PCGS. A lightly circulated coin with pale golden color 
and strong details. An attractive coin for the grade. 

1916-S AU 58 ANACS. A near-mint example of this somewhat 
scarcer date. Almost full luster. 

1926 MS 64 NGC. Marred by a long abrasion along the jaw line of 
the Native American. 

1926 MS 63 PCGS. Typically marked for a 63, pinkish-golden lus¬ 
ter shows overall. 

1932 MS 62 ANACS. Very clean for the grade but not lustrous 
enough for a higher grade. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Variegated shades of red-orange and yellow- 
gold have accumulated on each side. A few contact marks limit the 
grade. 

1932 MS 64 NGC. A pleasing yellow-gold appearance is seen on 
this lightly marked example. 
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1932 MS 64 PCGS. Glowing, orange-gold color with minimal sur¬ 
face marks for the grade.

1878- S MS 60 PCGS. Fully lustrous but rather baggy as would be 
expected on a 60 coin. A bit softly struck in the centers. Somewhat 
scarcer issue. 

1879- S AU 58 NGC. Partially lustrous with a number of stray marks 
particularly over the obverse. Strict mint state examples of this date 
are quite scarce, so the appearance of a '79-S so close would make 
an affordable alternative. 

1882-S MS 60 NGC. Deep golden luster but rather extensively 
marked on both sides. Very scarce any finer than MS 60. 

1884- S MS 60 NGC. Original and frosty, with excellent luster. Myr¬ 
iad marks preclude a higher rating on this scarce issue. 

1885- S MS 61 NGC. Fully struck with reflective fields and a few 
small abrasions one would expect. Really quite a pleasing coin for 
the grade. 

1888-S MS 61 NGC. Nice and original, uncleaned, and showing a 
plethora of small marks. Although not a rarity, this date is still much 
harder to find in mint state than most of the dates in the 1890s and 
1900s. 

1891- S MS 62 NGC. Numerous small abrasions. 

1892- S MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck. 

1893- S MS 62 PCGS. An original coin that is fully struck and typi¬ 
cally abraded for the grade. Very scarce in finer grades. 

1893-S MS 62 NGC. A bright, well struck coin that has too many 
surface marks to be graded any higher.

A superb example of this low mintage 
date, overlaid in delicate golden toning. Sharp and minimally abrad¬ 
ed. 

657 1938 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Lustrous surfaces with golden-rose and 
lilac toning. 

658 1938-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Brilliant. 

659 1939-D Oregon MS 67 NGC. Pale patina covers each side except for 
a thin arc of iridescence on the upper and lower reverse. 


660 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. The steel-gray surfaces have accents of 
citrine, golden, and charcoal-gray with traces of fingerprints on the 
obverse. 

661 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. Deep, speckled toning with strong under¬ 
lying luster. 

662 1921 Pilgrim MS 63 PCGS. The luster is slightly muted, but some 
light gray-rose patina decorates each side.

677 1871 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-809, R.4, MS 62 PCGS. Semi- 

prooflike with a couple of larger marks in the right obverse field. 
Freckles of orange toning are speckled on each side. 

CERTIFIED PATTERNS 


678 1850 Ring Cent, Judd-121, Pollock-136, R.7, PR 65 Brown NGC. 

Franklin Peale's design for an annular (ring-form) pattern cent, 
which was modeled after Christian Gobrecht's gold dollar pattern of 
1836. The obverse has CENT above the hole, the date below, and 
two rosettes, one on each side. The reverse has USA above and the 
alloy of billon listed below: ONE TENTH SILVER. Struck in cop¬ 
per with a plain edge. Heavy die cracks on the reverse, the brown 
surfaces show much bright oil-slick iridescence over each side. 
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679 1854 One Cent, Judd-159, Pollock-186, R.6-7, MS 61 Brown NGC. 
Electrotype. A very unusual issue taken from a reduced 1854 silver 
dollar on the obverse, causing the 4 in the date to look more like a 1 
and blurring the central details. On the reverse, 1 CENT is encircled 
by an oak and acom wreath. Struck in copper with a plain edge. 
Some red color is seen in the most protected areas, but a weak defi¬ 
nition is seen over the obverse (characteristic of "electros"). Still, a 
much sought after pattern on many collector’s want lists. 

680 1854 Large Cent, Judd-161 Original, Pollock-187, R.4, PR 63 
Brown PCGS. Large cent with the obverse showing the head of Lib¬ 
erty wearing a diadem inscribed LIBERTY, the reverse depicts ONE 
CENT in a small laurel wreath. Struck in bronze with plain edge. 
Perhaps lacking the snap another coin might have that displays some 
mint red, this piece still has considerable merit with its smooth, even 
brown and nearly carbon-free surfaces. 

681 1854 Large Cent, Judd-161 Original, Pollock-187, R.4, PR 65 
Brown PCGS. Same design and metallic composition as the piece 
above. The surfaces are slightly muted in color, but the original 
proof sheen is almost completely intact with some blue-brown 
streakiness over each side. 

682 1854 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-164, Pollock-189, R.6, PR 65 
Brown NGC. Flying eagle design with a hook-neck eagle on the 
obverse, surrounded by stars and the date below. The reverse close¬ 
ly resembles the regular dies issue for the large cent. Struck in either 
copper or bronze with a plain edge. The glossy brown and olive sur¬ 
faces are spot-free and show no contact marks of note. 

683 1858 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-204, R.5, PR 63 NGC. Flying Eagle 
pattern with a hook-necked eagle on the obverse. The reverse has an 
oak wreath with a broad shield at the top that was intended to replace 
the Longacre agricultural wreath used on his three dollar coin and 
Flying Eagle cent. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Both 
sides are slightly mirrored and the obverse exhibits golden-tan pati¬ 
na while the reverse presents an olive-gold appearance. 

684 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-208, Pollock 253, R.4, PR 63 NGC. Indian 
cent pattern with the adopted design of 1859, but dated a year earli¬ 
er. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Bright olive-green and 
rose tinted surfaces. 

685 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-212, Pollock-256, R.7, PR 63 PCGS. Simi¬ 
lar to the regular issue Indian cent but with a broad, ornamented 
shield at the top of the reverse. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain 
edge. Dull gray-olive surfaces. 

686 1859 Indian Cent, Judd-228, Pollock-272, R. 1, PR 64 PCGS. Dated 
1859 but with the reverse of 1860-1909. Struck in copper-nickel 
with a plain edge. The obverse has a chalky-gray appearance, while 
the reverse is bright and reflective with rose colored patina. 

687 1866 Five Cents, Judd-473, Pollock-564, R.6, AU 58 NGC. One of 
the many Washington five cent patterns that came close to being 
adopted, it has the regular-issue reverse with rays. Struck in nickel 
with a plain edge. The gray-olive surfaces are porous on each side, 
and appear dull from the loss of luster. 

688 1868 Nickel, Judd-633. Pollock-705, R.5, PR 64 PCGS. Struck on 
a regular five cent sized planchet. The obverse is a larger variant of 
the three cent nickel design, while the reverse has a large V in the 
center surrounded by a laurel wreath and a small maltese cross at the 
top. IN GOD WE TRUST is on a ribbon around the cross. Struck in 
nickel with a plain edge. Hazy gray-lilac surfaces with a speckling 
of carbon over each side. 

689 1869 Standard Silver Dime, Judd-700, Pollock-779, R.7-8, PR 62 
PCGS. Standard Silver dime with the head of Liberty decorated with 
three stars and a scroll below. The reverse has 10 CENTS in the cen¬ 
ter with a wreath of oak and laurel around. Struck in aluminum with 
a reeded edge. The brightness of the aluminum is moderated by 
extensive oxidation over each side. 

690 1869 Standard Silver Dime, Judd-702, Pollock-781, R.6, PR 66 
PCGS. Standard Silver design with a diadem in Liberty's hair on the 
obverse; the reverse has an oak and laurel wreath with STANDARD 
SILVER above and the date below with 10 CENTS in the center. 
Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Deep golden-rose and cobalt- 
blue toning on the obverse, the reverse is several shades lighter in 
hue and the proof mirrors flash brightly. 



1869 Half Dollar, Judd-742, Pollock-823, R.5-6, PR 64 NGC. The 
bust of Liberty faces right with UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
around and a scroll with IN GOD WE TRUST below. Liberty wears 
a cap ornamented with two large stars. William Barber's initial "B" 
can be seen within the folds of the ribbon at the back of the cap. 
Reverse: the denomination 50 CENTS and the date 1870 are within 
a wreath of cotton and com, with the inscription STANDARD 
above. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. The bright proof mirrors 
are accented by rich golden-rose and cobalt-blue toning that sur¬ 
rounds the devices and margins. Lightly hairlined, the most apparent 
flaw is a vertical scratch that extends from the point of the chin to 
almost the ribbon below. 

1870 Half Dime, Judd-818, Pollock-907, R.7, PR 64 Red and 
Brown PCGS. A seated figure of Liberty faces left with a globe and 
free-standing liberty pole. The reverse is the same design used to 
coin regular issue 1870 half dimes. Struck in copper with a plain 
edge. The brightly mirrored cherry-red surfaces show occasional 
streaks of blue iridescence and are Ughtly flecked with carbon. 

1870 Ten Cents Judd-837, Pollock-928, R.5-6, PR 65 NGC. On 
the obverse a bust of Liberty faces right with UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA around and a scroll with IN GOD WE TRUST below. 
Liberty wears a cap ornamented with three stars. On the reverse the 
denomination 10 CENTS and the date 1870 are within a wreath of 
cotton and com, with the inscription STANDARD above. Struck in 
silver with a reeded edge. Brightly mirrored in the fields with rich 
cobalt-blue and rose toning over each side. 

1871 Dime, Judd-1085, Pollock-1221, R.7, PR 64 Red and Brown 
PCGS. A scarce pattern dime that features Liberty seated with left 
hand resting on a globe, right hand holding a pole with cap on top, 
and conjoined flags behind. The reverse is from the regular issue 
dies. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. The fields are bright and 
sparkle with flashy red color that is little dimmed with the passage 
of so many years. A few small specks of carbon account for die less- 
than-gem grade. 

1879 Half Dollar, Judd-1600, Pollock-1795, R.7, PR 63 Brown 
PCGS. The Morgan obverse design, paired with an eagle with raised 
wings on the reverse that is holding an olive sprig in its right talon, 
three arrows in its left. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. A deeply 
toned example, both sides are a rich reddish-mahogany color. The 
reverse exhibits some mottling and a few minor surface disturbances 
are noted on close examination. 

1879 Goloid Metric Dollar, Judd-1632, Pollock-1829, R.7, PR 64 
Brown NGC. George Morgan's design for a goloid metric dollar 
with the bust of Liberty facing left on the obverse, hair braided and 
coiled at the back of her head, E PLURIBUS UNUM above and the 
date below with stars on the left and right side. On the reverse, the 
elemental components are central to that side and surrounded by a 
small circle of stars, and two other circles of statutory requirements 
between the stars and the rim. Struck in copper with a reeded edge. 
The surfaces are a medium chocolate-brown color with a faint 
undertone of red with only the tiniest imperfections on either side. 

CERTIFIED WORLD COINS 

1906 Canada 5 Cents MS 63 ANACS. Very lustrous under some 
light patina, the surfaces are well struck and nearly mark-free. 

1913 Canada 10 Cents MS 62 ANACS. Small Leaves. A lustrous, 
sharp example, a couple of minor field marks on each side limit the 
grade. 

1936 Canada 10 Cents MS 63 ANACS. A bright example with a few 
tiny field marks limited mostly to the obverse. 
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
